EIGHT AND A HALK MILLION persons in the United 
! States over IO years of age cannot read a newspaper, 
billboard, car card, sign, booklet or letter in the Ameri­ 
can language. Five and a half million of them cannot 
read anything in any language. 
These astounding facts demand the immediate con­ 
sideration of the nation. 
The war has demonstrated 
some of the dangers from large numbers of foreign-born 
persons who have not been assimilated or Americanized. 
It has also brought to light thousands npon thousands 
of native-born Americans who cannot read or write. 
These illiterates and aliens outnumber all the people 
in Nevada, Wyoming, Delaware, Arizona, Idaho, Mis­ 
sissippi, Vermont, Rhode Island, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Oregon, Maine, Florida, Connecticut and Wash­ 
ington combined. They exceed the total population of 
the Dominion of Canada. As voters, their ballots will 
outweigh the influence of greater New York, Philadel­ 
phia and Chicago in national affairs. 
Such people must be educated at least sufficiently to 
read the Constitution of the United States and American 
newspapers and to know something of what it means to 
be an American. 
- 
This problem is national. The south leads in illite­ 
rates. The north leads in non-English speaking. 
Sev­ 
enteen and one-fourth per cent of the people of the east 
south central states arc illiterates, but 15.8 per cent of 
the people in Passaic, Ne\v Jersey, cannot read, speak or 
write English. 
Sixteen per cent of the people of the 
south Atlantic states are illiterates and so are 13.2 per 
cent of the people of Lawrence and Fall River, Massa­ 
chusetts. 
These civic and economic “seconds" are beyond a1] 
help from printed warnings or advice in the English 
language. Their ignorance and inaccessibility to essen­ 
tial public information are constant drags upon progress. 
The Secretary of the Interior has graphically paint­ 
ed the situation by the nationally accusatory questions 
he has asked in his recent letter to the president: 


What should be said of a world-leading democracy wherein IO 
per cent of the adult population cannot read t»u> laws which they 
are presumed to know? 
W hat should be said of a democracy which sends an army to 
preach democracy wherein there was drafted out of the first 2,000,- 
000 men a total of 200,000 men who could not road their orders or 
understand them when delivered, or read the letters sent them from 
home? 
W hat should be said of a democracy which calls upon its citi- 
zeiis to consider the wisdom of form ing a league of nations, of pars­ 
ing judgm ent upon a code which will insure the freedom of the 
seas, or of sacrificing the dally stint of wheat or meat for the benefit 
of the Roum anians or the Jugo-Slavs when 
IS per cent of the 
coming citizens of th at democracy do not go to school? 
W h a t should be said of a democracy which permits tens of 
thousands of its native-born children to be taught American history 
in a foreigu language— the Declaration oi Independence and Lincoln’s 
Gettysburg speech in German and other tongues?-’ 
W hat should be said of a democracy which permits men and 
women to work in masses where they seldom or never hear a word 
of English spoken? 


A bill before congress directs the secretary of th£ 
ntenor through the bureau of education to co-operate 
with the several states in the education of the above- 
mentioned peoples and in the preparation of teachers for 
:he work and appropriates money for thq work. 
A state, to secure the money, acts through its chief 
school officer and shall not participate until it has re­ 
quired the instruction of illiterates and non-English 
speaking minors more than IG years of age, in thd Amer­ 
ican language, for at least 200 hours per year. 
Federal money shall he used only for salaries or 
raining teachers and no federal money shall be used 
for buildings or equipment or for support of religious or 
private schools. 
Each state receives money in proportion to the num­ 
ber of her illiterates and persons unable to speak'Eng­ 
lish as compared to the total number of such persons in 
the United States.

TO PEACE BASIS 


WASHINGTON. 
July 
4.— Orders 
for the demobilization of the army 
by September 30, to the peace time 
strength 
of 
233,308 
officers 
and 
men authorized by the national de­ 
fense act, were issued yesterday by 
the war department. 
The national defense act author­ 
ized a total of 169,493 officers and 
men for the line and 63,815 offi­ 
cers and men for the staff corps 
and military departments. 
A reduc­ 
tion of the military establishment 
to these figures would be 100,000 
men below the strength authorized 
in the 1920 army bill, but officials 
explain this reduction would be nec­ 
essary to compensate for the heavy 
excess now existing over the total.
